This volume gives a complete inside view 
of the Campaign of Howe in forcing the Delaware—one of the few successful British operations of the War. It 
shows incalculable difficulties heroically surmounted, and had the British Army in America a few other officers 
of Wier’s capacity and honesty, the issue of the War might have been different.
